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A NEW FAMILY NAME AND A NEW GENERIC NAME 
IN THE CHLOROPHYCEAE

The green algal genus Coelodiscus, belonging 
to the family Coelodiscaceae Jao, was established by 
Dr. C. C. Jao in 1941. The generic name is, how- 
ever, illegitimatized by the earlier homonym Coe- 
lodiscus Baillon™, a genus of seedling plants. To 
validate the algal genus, the writer proposes to 
substitute the name Jaoa for Coelodiscus jao: Jaoa 





Fan, nom. nov. Consequently, the family name 
Coelodiscaceae Jao is untenable. Jaoaceae Fan, nom. 
nov. The following bionomials are also pertinently 
transferred: Jaoa prasina (Jao) Fan, nom. nov; 
Jaoa bullata (jao) Fan, nom. nov.
